New York Curate's Pisa of “Sociologi­ 


cal Studies” Didn’t Go. 


New York, April J2.—Rev. W. How­ 
ard 
Mears. curat«* of St. Matthew’s 
Episcopal church, who was arrested by 
the police at a house In the “Tender­ 
loin" district, March 12 last, where he 
had gone In the company of a negro 
woman, has been deposed from the 
m inistry by Bishop Greer, following a 
report by a com m ittee of inquiry ap­ 
pointed to investigate the conduct of 
the preacher on the occasion In ques­ 
tion. 
The com mittee reported that 
the curate had violated his sixth or­ 
dination vow, whieh requires that a 
clergyman “as far as in him lies shall 
make himself a wholesome example 
and pattern to the flock of Christ.” 
Rev. Mr Mears, while asserting that 
he was not actuated by any wrong 
motive in visiting the house In the 
“Tenderloin" and that his presence 
then* was with a view of making so­ 
ciological investigations, accepted the 
com m ittee’s findings, declared in w rit­ 
ing his renunciation of the ministry 
and 
forwarded 
his 
resignation 
to 
Bishop Greer, who then deposed him. 
The m agistrate before whom Mears 
was arraigned following his arrest, 
accepted his explanation of his pres­ 
ence In the “Tenderloin” and he was 
discharged.

This Is ,**ie High Testimony Paid to 
the U its« 1 ti»h Service o f Nile 
Plenipotentiary. 


London, April 
12.—Foreign Secre­ 
tary Gray mad«* the unexpected an­ 
nouncement In parliament today that 
Lord Cromer, Great Britain's plenipo­ 
tentiary on the Nile, had resigned. 
It 
had been known for some time that 
the health of Lord Cromer, who has 
been British agent and consul general 
in Egypt since 1883, was affected, but 
there was no idea w*hen he issued hl3 
voluminous report on the progress of 
the adm inistrative departm ents of the 
Egyptian 
governm ent 
early 
this 
month, that his retirem ent was Im­ 
pending. 
The foreign secretary de­ 
clared that It was the greatest per­ 
sonal loss the public service of the 
country could suffer. 
Th«- retirem ent 
of Lord Cromer will involve no change 
in British policy with regard to Egypt. 
This was explicitly stated by Secretary 
Grey. 
Sir Elden Gorst was appointed to 
succeed to the post in Egypt on the 
advice of Lord Cromer, w’hose com­ 
plete confidence he possessed. 
He 
takes up a difficult task, but will as 
sump the work with the full approval 
of official circles both In London and 
Cairo. 
Sir Elden had twenty years' 
experience In Egypt, first in the dip­ 
lomatic service and afterward from 
1890 until 1904.* in the service of the 
Egyptian government. 
He had charge 
successively of nearly all the great ad­ 
ministrative 
departm ents 
and 
had 
close 
personal 
relations 
with 
Lord 
Croiner.

Charbonnier, a Frenchm an, who was 
shot and killed near Tangier in May, 
1906, and for whose m urder France 
demanded 
satisfaction 
of 
Morocco, 
has be«*n handed over to the foreign 
board by tribesm en and imprisoned 
in the citadel. This act is the first evi­ 
dence that the occupation of Oudja 
by a French column is having au ef­ 
fect on the Moroccan authorities.

TRAGEDY OF THE RAIL 


Fifteen Persona Killed In a Canadian

New' York, April 12.— Mthough the 
twelve men weighted with the evi­ 
dence in the Thaw case have thus far 
failed to reach a common opinion and 
to all appearances are hopelessly at 
sea, Justice Fitzgerald has not given 
lip hope of having a verdict rendered. 
As yet Deming B. Smith, foreman of 
the Jury, has not complained to the 
court that the Jurors are unable to 
reach a decision, and until he does so 
It is not likely that Justice Fitzgerald 
will discharge them. The genera) im­ 
pression prevails that If the twelve 
men are unable to agree before night 
they will be released from further 
service. 
The very fact, however, that 
no Intimation has been received from 
the Jury room that the men are unable 
to agree has been construed by many 
who have followed the proceedings 
closely as an indication that a verdict 
will eventually be reached 
On the 
other hand the fact that they had not 
been able to agree after devoting so 
much time to a study and discussion 
of the case has given rise to the be 
lief in certain quarters that the trial 
will end in a disagreement anc) tfte 
whole affair will have to be gone oyer 
again. 
Twice yesterday the tw'elve men 
who took their places In the jury box 
more than two months and a half ago 
filed Into the courtroom and asked the 
assistance of the court in an endeavor 
to bring about an agreement. 
They 
appeared 
wan 
and 
haggard 
after 
wrangling In the stuffy little confer­ 
ence room at the criminal courts build­ 
ing with only hard chairs and one 
long table provided for their comfort. 
The Jurors wanted to hear again the 
evidence of numerous eye witnesses to 
the tragedy. 
They wanted to hear 
what Dr. Allan McLane Hamilton had 
been allow'ed to testify to as to Thaw s 
condition the night of the tragedy and 
what Evelyn Neablt Thaw had said 
fta 
to her 
husband's conduct 
that 
evening; they wanted to hear repeated 
again the conversations Thaw 
had 
with Janies Flinch Smith Just before 
he 
committed 
the 
homicide; 
they 
wanted to hear several portions of 
Justice Fitzgerald’s charge once more, 
and finally they asked permission to 
tak*- possession of all the writings of 
Thaw’ which had been introduced into 
the trial as indicative of the defen­ 
dant’s state of mind when he heard 
the story of Evelyn Nesbit’s alleged 
wrongs at the hands of the man who 
was to become his victim. 
All these requests were gladly grant­ 
ed by the court, but when Foreman 
Smith on behalf of the Jury asked that 
certain jiortions of the summing-up 
address by Delphin M. Delmas be 
read, Justice Fitzgerald called a halt. 
He admonished the Jury that they 
were to be guided only by the evi­ 
dence and were not entitled to hear 
again the closing speeches of the law- 
yers. 
Harry 
Thaw's 
family—his 
white- 
haired mother, his pale young wife, 
bis sisters and brothers remained at 
the courthouse until late last night. 
They visited the defendant on several 
occasions in the prisoners’ pen on the 
floor above the courtroom. Their pur­ 
pose was to cheer him, but he appear­ 
ed by far the most cheerful of the 
group. The man's confident air seems 
never to leave him for any great 
length of time and his buoyancy of 
spirit is nearly alwayB apparent. 
There are all sorts of rumors and 
guesses in the air today as to how the 
Jury stood. 
There were more differ­ 
ent reports as to the results of the 
ballots than there could possibly have 
been test votes taken. 
None of the 
reports had any degree of authenticity. 
The action of the jury In twice going 
before Justice Fitzgerald and to have 
certain portions of the testimony read 
to them, was widely commented upon 
and naturally caused much specula­ 
tion. It seemed evident that the jury’s 
deliberations were hinging upon the 
question of the sanity or insanity of 
the defendant as shown by the de­ 
fense. 


Brutal Attack Ends in Death.

Joaie Gray, who was slugged and beat­ 
en by an unknown assailant while 
alone In the R. and G. Furniture com­ 
pany’s otfice near midnight Feb. 19, 
and locked up in the rifled vault, died 
last night at St. Mary's hospital after 
having laid in a state of coma for al­ 
most four weeks. 
She never regained 
consciousness sufficiently to name her 
assailant or tell of the assault. 
The 
crime was one of the most brutal ever 
committed In the cltv. 
Attacked in 
a rear otfice while putting the cash 
away for the night, Miss Gray, frail 
and weak, was beaten over the head, 
face and abdomen. 
Then she was 
dragged into the big vault and locked 
up. 
Two hours later she was taken 
out of the vault by detectives, insen­ 
sible and fatally wounded 
Thirty-six 
hours later Guy Prescott, employed at 
the furniture company and the last 
one known to have seen Miss Gray, 
disappeared from the city and has 
never been heard of since. 
Police all 
over the country were warned to ar­ 
rest hint.

lets to All Division Superintendents. 
Indianapolis, April 12.—The railroad 
commission is today sending out print­ 
ed pamphlets to the division superin­ 
tendents of all of the railroads In the 
state, notifying them of the changes 
In the railroad laws that were made 
by the general assembly of 1907. 
The 
pamphlet 
enumerates 
the 
shippers' 
law, the law amending the original 
railroad commission law, the full crew 
sixteen hour, and all of the law's that 
have been commented on time and 
time again. 
In addition, another law 
has been discovered by a careful study 
of the acts. 
This makes It unlawful for any rail 
road or express company or other car­ 
rier to transport, take or carry or re 
ceive for the purpose of transporting 
beyond the limits of this state any 
pike, pickerel, w'all-eyed pike, perch, 
blue gill, black bass, green bass, rock 
bass or other species of bass; and It 
Is made unlawful, also, for anyone to 
tender such fish to the office of any 
common carrier for transportation. 


New Law Ignored. 
Omaha, Neb., April 12.—None of the 
express companies doing business in 
Nebraska has lowered its rates in com­ 
pliance of the new state law reducing 
express charges 25 per cent. 
The bill 
w’as passed April 5, and signed by the 
governor at once. 
The bill bore an 
emergency clause declaring it wrent 
Into effect as soon as passed and ap­ 
proved. 
Express companies contend 
the emergency clause is not effective.
